Health and Diet Advice 
By Dr. Frank McCoy. 


In a typical case of asthma it is first necessary 
to free the diaphragm from any pressure due to 
excessive stomach gas, and to get rid of any large 
amount of mucus which may be clogging the bron. 
chial tubes. The quickest way to accomplish this 
is through the fasting and diet treatment 

The complete fast should be used at the begin. 
ning of the treatment if you wish to stop the wheez- 
ing from 12 to 48 hours. Of course, a careful diet 
free from carbohydrates will slowly bring about a 
recovery, but the magic of the fast will never be 
more quickly seen than in its application to this 
complaint. If much bronchial mucus is‘present, the 
cure may seem slower, but is none the less sure 

To get the quickest results, begin at once to get 
id of the gas pressure. The simplest way to do 
this is to start immediately on a fast, continuing 
it for five days. You will be pleasantly surprised 
how soon this will cause the heavy breathing to 
disappear 

The fast may be on large amounts of plain 
water, or besides the water a small amount of 
fruit juice may be taken. Orange or grapefruit 
juice seems to be the best suited for this purpose, 
but in some advanced cases it seems that better 
results are secured if the fruit juice is omitted and 
the plain water used alone. 

During the fasting period, and for three weeks 
longer, the patient is to take one warm water 
enema daily, before retiring, to help cleanse the 
itestines of any accummulated wastes and also 
to help remove a large amount of intestinal gas 

ll drugs and remedies of any kind are to be dis- 
continued as taking drugs will only hinder the cure. 

The patient is also to take a warm sponge bath 
daily or twice a day to assist elimination from the 
skin. This should be followed by a rubbing with a 
coarse towel 

A few days after the breathing is again normal, 
the patient ‘may rt in on the three-meal-a-day 
plan. The best foods for him to use are the follow- 


BREAKFAST-—-The whites, but not the yolks of 
two eggs, prepared in any manner except by fry- 
ing. One dish of a choice of any one kind of these 
cooked non-starchy vegetables: Spinach, asparagus, 
string beans, summer squash, celery, carrots, par-
